lerina Olga Khokhlova. 

The affair was revealed in 
1932 when portraits of Walter 
were displayed for the first 
time alongside other works 
by the Spanish master in a 
major retrospective, and 
Khokhlova realised there was 
another woman in her hus¬ 
band's life. 

Walter, who inspired sev¬ 
eral of Picasso's works in¬ 
cluding "La Lecture, "La 
Reve" and "Nature morte aux 
tulipes", bore the artist a 
daughter, Maya. 

Another portrait of Walter 
from the same series, "Nude, 
Green Leaves and Bust", held 
the record for the most ex¬ 
pensive work of art ever sold 
at auction when it was bought 
for $106.4 million in New 
York in 2010. 

It was ousted last May 
when "The Scream" by Edvard 
Munch sold for $ 119.9 million. 

"La Lecture" sold at 
Sotheby's in 2011 for £25 
million, double its pre-sale es¬ 
timate, while "Nature morte 
aux tulipes" went under the 
hammer in New York last No¬ 
vember for $41.5 million. 


LONDON (AFP) - A portrait 
of Picasso's lover Marie- 
Therese Walter sold in Lon¬ 
don on Tuesday for £28.6 
million ($45.0 million, 33.3 
million euros), Southeby's 
auction house said. 

The colourful and curva¬ 
ceous "Femme assise pres 
d’une fenetre" (Woman sit¬ 
ting by a window), painted in 
1932, was sold at a crowded 
salesroom to an unnamed 


telephone buyer, a Sotheby's 
spokesman said. 

It had been expected to go 
under the hammer for be¬ 
tween £25 million and £35 
million. 

Picasso met his famous 
muse in Paris in 1927, when 
she was 17 and he was 45. 
Their relationship was kept 
secret for many years be¬ 
cause of her age and Picasso's 
marriage to the Russian bal- 


tuting the Bureau to officially 
manage and implement this 
law, the Minister of Education 
has been working on introduc¬ 
ing the law in phases.

This means that all chil¬ 
dren ages 4 to 16 MUST at¬ 
tend school. The 
responsibility for ensuring 
that children are officially en¬ 
rolled and attending school is 
the parents or guardian. 

Each child is obligated to 
be in school up and until 
he/she is 17 years of age, or 
until they have graduated 
from a secundary school. The 


government 
has begun im- 
plementing 
this law in dif¬ 
ferent phases. 
Government 
officials have 
visited most of 
our schools 
and have com¬ 
municated the 
rules of the 
new law to 
school mas¬ 
ters. The next 
phase is for the schools to in¬ 
form parents of the law and 
how they must comply. 

Parents are required to in¬ 
form the school whenever a 
child is unable to attend 
classes in the event of illness 
or for other reasons. If a child 
is in need of a “dispensation 
from attending classes,” be¬ 
cause of travel for medical 
purposes or to represent Aruba 
internationally, the person re¬ 
sponsible for the child, either 
the parent or guardian, is re¬ 
quired to submit a formal pe¬ 
tition to the head master of the 
school. 

This new obligatory educa¬ 
tion law has only one primary 
purpose, the benefit of each 
child and their successful de¬ 
velopment. Hence, every par¬ 
ent is urged to take careful 
note of the law and to comply 
with all the regulations.

Sabana Grandi Ballpark will 
soon be fully functional 



The government considers 
sport faciities very important, 
hence the reason for their in¬ 
volvement in our barrios. In 
the past week the govern¬ 
ment met with Chichi 
Maduro-Yarzagaray and 
Richard De Luvio, both sport 
leaders in the barrio. 

According to Chichi, there 
is no place for young people 
to practice sports in Sabana 
Grandi. She is of the opinion 
that like all other sports fields 
there should be illumination 
so they can practice at night, 
hence their request for in¬ 
stalling lights in Sabana 
Grandi. 

For the most part, young 
people here play softball but 
during the day as the club does 
not have the resources to install 
lights. They are concerned that 
there is no adequate place for 
children to practice sports in 
the barrio. According to 
Chichi, it is important that we 
concentrate on our young peo¬ 
ple so they can get what they 
need in the barrio. 

President of the Sabana 
Grandi Ballpark, Richard De 
Luvio, wants the govern¬ 
ment's social plan to give at¬ 
tention to the Sabana Grandi 
field and to equip the field 
with proper illumination for 
our children to be able to 
practice their sports. Appart 
from the children, the 50th 
League and the Aruba Soft 
Ball Bond are also interested 
in playing on this field; how¬ 
ever, without illumination 
and some other small details 
that will not be possible. By 
five a'clock in the afernoon, 
visibility becomes very poor, 
accourding to De Luvio. 

Dito Acosta of the Min¬ 
istry of General Affairs, who 
is in charge of facilities and 
sports events accompanied 
Prime Minister Eman in his 
tour of the facilities of Sa¬ 
bana Grandi and is now fully 


aware of what is needed to 
bring the facility up to date. 
Among others, the Sabana 
Grandi facility needs a good 
backup and protective fence 
to protect the public from the 
arena. The arena is properly 
built of poured cement, 
blocks and lumber; which is 
a much more durable system 
than when made of metal. 

The intention is to work 
together with the board of Sa¬ 
bana Grandi Ball Park to do 
whatever is nesseccary to 
make this sports field fully 
functional. The government 


promised that they will pro¬ 
vide illumination, a backstop 
and a tribunal. 

The property around the 
field will be grazed to be used 
as parking area, the existing 
tribunal will be painted along 
with completing other 
nesseccary work in the back¬ 
stop and dugout. The field 
will be renovated to the ex¬ 
tend that they can accommo¬ 
date little league teams and 
other sport tournaments. So 
that proper functioning of the 
Sabana Grandi field will soon 
become a reality.

Obama unveils plans to avert 
budget cuts 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama 
Tuesday called for stop-gap 
spending curbs and tax re¬ 
forms to avert multi-billion 
dollar budget cuts due to 
hammer the economy on 
March 1, but hit a Republican 
brick wall. 

Obama warned the fragile 
economy could not afford the 
blow from huge cuts to de¬ 
fense and other government 
programs, known as the se¬ 
quester, and the jobs of mil¬ 
lions of Americans should 
not be threatened by wran¬ 
gling in Washington. 

The president said if Con¬ 
gress could not act on a bigger 
deficit cutting package by 
March 1, lawmakers should 
pass a smaller plan of spending 
cuts and tax reforms to forestall 
the economically damaging 
impact of the sequester. 

’’There is no reason that 
the jobs of thousands of 


Americans who work in na¬ 
tional security or education or 
clean energy, not to mention 
the growth of the entire econ¬ 
omy, should be put in jeop¬ 
ardy,” Obama told reporters. 

’’Let me repeat, our econ¬ 
omy right now is headed in 
the right direction. It will stay 
that way as long as there 
aren’t any more self-inflicted 
wounds coming out of Wash¬ 
ington.” 

House Republican Spea¬ 
ker John Boehner wading 
into yet another tax and 
spending row with Obama, 
ruled out any compromise 
that involved higher taxes, 
after submitting for the pres¬ 
ident's call for more taxes on 
the rich last year. 

" We believe there is a bet¬ 
ter way to reduce the deficit, 
but Americans do not support 
sacrificing real spending cuts 
for more tax hikes,” Boehner 
said in a statement. 

"The president's sequester 


should be replaced with 
spending cuts and reforms 
that will start us on the path 
to balancing the budget in 10 
years.” 

Senate Republican minor¬ 
ity leader Mitch McConnell 
also warned that Americans 
would ’’not support more tax 
hikes in place of the meaning¬ 
ful spending reductions both 
parties already agreed to and 
the President signed into law.” 

The Congressional Budget 
Office reported Tuesday that 
if the sequester is put through, 
the US budget deficit will 
shrink sharply this year but 
that also economic growth 
will be crunched from 2012's 
1.9 percent to just 1.4 percent. 

”If all of the fiscal tighten¬ 
ing still embodied in current 
law for 2013 was removed, 
growth in real GDP would be 
about 1.5 percentage points 
higher this year than CBO 
currently projects,” the study 
said.

Aruba’s One And Only Department Store 
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US urges Europe to act 
against Hezbollah 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States Tuesday 
pressed Europe to help choke 
off funds and aid to Hezbol¬ 
lah after Bulgaria blamed the 
militia group for an attack 
that killed five Israeli tourists 
in July. 

"For many, many months, 
we’ve made no secret of our 
desire to see the EU take 
firmer action with regard to 
Hezbollah,” said State De¬ 
partment spokeswoman Vic¬ 
toria Nuland, adding the issue 
had been repeatedly raised in 
talks. 

The Lebanon-based Mus¬ 
lim Shiite group Hezbollah 
has been on a US terror 
blacklist since 1995 after a 
series of anti-American at¬ 
tacks, including the bombing 
of the US embassy and Ma¬ 
rine barracks in Beirut in the 
1980s. 

However, the militia — 
which is an ally of Syrian 
leader President Bashar al- 
Assad and funded by Iran — 
is also the most powerful fac¬ 
tion in Lebanon's cabinet, 
controlling 18 out of 30 seats, 
and is the country's most 
powerful military force. 

Washington has been ac¬ 
tively pushing the European 


Union to take steps to ban 
Hezbollah as a terrorist or¬ 
ganization as well. 

The US fears that, as it has 
been "squeezing” Hezbollah, 
the group has looked for 
"other places to do their 
banking, to do their plotting," 
Nuland said. 

"Our concern has been 
that Europe has been one of 
the places that they have ex¬ 
ploited.” 

The bus bombing, in 
which five Israeli tourists and 
their Bulgarian driver were 
killed at Burgas airport, was 
part of ”a stepped-up terrorist 
campaign by Hezbollah... 
around the world over the 
past year,” she warned. 

New Secretary of State 
John Kerry discussed the 
issue during talks Tuesday 
with EU foreign policy chief 
Catherine Ashton. 

And President Barack 
Obama's top counter-terror¬ 
ism advisor John Brennan, 
his nominee to lead the CIA, 
called on European states to 
take "proactive action” to un¬ 
cover Hezbollah's infrastruc¬ 
ture, financing and 
operational networks. 

Brennan said the attack 
exposed Hezbollah as "a ter¬ 


rorist group that is willing to 
recklessly attack innocent 
men, women, and children, 
and that poses a real and 
growing threat not only to 
Europe, but to the rest of the 
world.” 

But US officials praised 
Bulgaria for its professional 
and comprehensive investi¬ 
gation into the attack, vowing 
Washington would stand with 
the government in Sofia as it 
fights terrorism. 

Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu also 
said the European Union 
should draw the "necessary 
conclusions” about Hezbollah 
following the investigation, 
hinting the group should be 
placed on a terror watch list. 

Nuland acknowledged 
however there were differ¬ 
ences among EU states about 
how to deal with Hezbollah, 
given that it is part of an 
elected government. 

"There are varying views 
about whether... there's a dif¬ 
ference between the military 
wing and the political wing. 
You know that our view is 
that we don't recognize a dis¬ 
tinction, but different govern¬ 
ments have different views,” 
she said. 


Amazon virtual coin entices Kindle Fire app 
makers 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Amazon unveiled a virtual 
currency Tuesday to enhance 
the potential for developers to 
make real money in games 
and other "apps” tailored for 
Kindle Fire tablet computers. 

Amazon Coins will be in¬ 
troduced in the United States 
in May in a move aimed at 
inspiring the creation of more 
fun, hip or functional pro¬ 
grams for its challenge to 
iPads and rival tablets pow¬ 
ered by Android software. 

Industry analysts maintain 
that the availability of apps 


synched with people's 
lifestyles can be more impor¬ 
tant than slick hardware 
when it comes to which mo¬ 
bile gadgets people buy. 

"Amazon Coins gives cus¬ 
tomers an easy way to spend 
money on developers' apps 
on Kindle Fire in the Amazon 
Appstore,” said Amazon vice 
president of apps and games 
Paul Ryder. 

The Seattle-based online 
retail titan is providing added 
incentive for developers by 
promising to give away tens 
of millions of dollars in Ama¬ 


zon Coins for people to spend 
when the virtual currency is 
introduced. 

Amazon coins can be used 
to buy applications or to pay 
for virtual goods or features 
sold inside mini-programs. 

Developers get to keep 70 
percent of the revenue, with 
Amazon getting 30 percent. 

"Everyone recognizes 
Amazon's success in the e- 
commerce world — now the 
Amazon Appstore has be¬ 
come a major player in the 
mobile app marketplace.” 


Gov. Cuomo wants funds to 
buyout superstorm Sandy 
homeowners

would be used to fund the program. If the program is 
adopted, homeowners would be relocated and their land 
would be left as a natural barrier to help absorb future 
floods waters. "A lot of people need that help," said Long 
Beach resident Tom Mannion. Homes in the Long Island 
oceanfront city were inundated with 6 feet or more of 
water during the height of October's storm. Mannion de¬ 
scribed himself as skeptical of government programs, but 
predicted it will be of interest to many, especially those 
"people whose houses are wiped out, and they had no in¬ 
surance. Those people could use that help.”

Embassy says 
German hostages 
in Colombia 
tourists 


BOGOTA (AFP) - Two Ger¬ 
mans being held hostage by 
the leftist ELN guerrilla group 
in Colombia are tourists, the 
German embassy said Tuesday 
after the rebels accused the 
two of being spies. 

"They are retirees who 
were in the region as tourists," 
the embassy said in a state¬ 
ment, acknowledging that they 
were being held against their 
will. 

It said the German foreign 
ministry had formed "a crisis 
management team that was in 
contact with all the relevant 
parties." 

The National Liberation 
Army (ELN) said the Ger¬ 
mans, whom it identified as 
Uwe Breur and Gunther Otto 
Breuer, were captured weeks 
ago in the Catatumbo region of 
northeastern Colombia near 
the Venezuelan border. 

The rebels described them 
as "intelligence agents," saying 
they "have been unable to ex¬ 
plain their presence in this re¬ 
gion in the weeks since they 
were detained." 

"To date, no group or per¬ 
son has lodged any kind of 
complaint regarding their dis¬ 
appearance," the ELN noted, 
adding that "spies are not pro¬ 
tected under international hu¬ 
manitarian law." 


President Juan Manuel San¬ 
tos quickly called on the rebels 
to release the Germans, and 
held the ELN responsible for 
their safety. 

Santos ridiculed the idea 
that the men could be spies. 

"Who could possibly be¬ 
lieve that two Germans were 
spying here in Colombia?" 
Santos asked. "That's an ex¬ 
cuse that no one in their right 
mind would accept or under¬ 
stand." 

The German embassy in 
Bogota initially declined to 
comment "out of respect for 
the hostages and their fami¬ 
lies," but in Tuesday's state¬ 
ment confirmed that two 
Germans were being held. 

The ELN, is Colombia's 
second largest guerrilla group 
after the better-known Revolu¬ 
tionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia (FARC). 

Founded four decades ago, 
the ELN has around 2,500 
fighters and is active in north¬ 
eastern Colombia. 

Last month the group 
claimed to have kidnapped six 
mining company employees, 
including a Canadian and two 
Peruvians, in northern Colom¬ 
bia, claiming the move was 
aimed at defending the re¬ 
gion's natural resources. 


British 

lawmakers 

approve 

gay 

marriage 

legislation 

LONDON (AFP) - British 
lawmakers voted in favour of 
legislation allowing gay mar¬ 
riage on Tuesday despite a 
split in Prime Minister David 
Cameron's Conservative party. 

Members of parliament 
voted by 400 to 175 to approve 
the draft law allowing same- 
sex couples to marry in Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

In a late intervention just 
two hours before lawmakers 
voted, Cameron made a tele¬ 
vised statement to say the 
move was about "making our 
society stronger". 

But Conservative opponents 
to the bill had spoken out an¬ 
grily in the debate before the 
vote, arguing that they under¬ 
mined marriage and could 
damage the party's prospects at 
the next general election in 
2015. 

There was never any doubt 
that the legislation would pass 
because it had overwhelming 
support from the opposition 
Labour Party, so the key ques¬ 
tion was how many Conserva¬ 
tive MPs would vote against. 

Early estimates put the num¬ 
ber of Tories who voted 
against their leader at between 
140 and 150, or around half the 
Conservative lawmakers in the 
House of Commons.

Six Spaniards raped 
at Acapulco resort 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Six 
Spanish women tourists were 
raped early Monday by 
masked gunmen at a resort in 
Acapulco, Mexico, authorities 
said. 

"There were six women 
who were raped," Acapulco 
mayor Luis Walton Aburto 
told a briefing. 

Walton said the group of 
tourists was attacked outside a 
house in Barra Vieja, and that 
hooded gunmen raped the six 


women who were with another 
seven Spaniards as well as a 
Mexican woman. 

"We are now working on 
(victims' and witnesses') state¬ 
ments ... and looking for likely 
potential suspects," said Guer¬ 
rero state prosecutor Martha 
Elva Garzon. 

She said witnesses had no 
solid descriptions of the sus¬ 
pects because they were wear¬ 
ing masks. 


Vatican receives 600 
abuse cases a year 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - The 
Vatican's new chief prosecutor 
against clerical child abuse on 
Tuesday said his office was re¬ 
ceiving around 600 new cases a 
year, many of them dating back 
to the 1960s, 1970s and 1980s. 

Father Robert Oliver, a 
canon law specialist who pre¬ 
viously worked at the archdio¬ 
cese of Boston in the United 
States where abuse cases came 
to light a decade ago, was ap¬ 
pointed in December. 

Oliver, whose official title 
is "promoter of justice" for the 
Congregation for the Doctrine 
of the Faith, said the peak in 
reported cases was in 2004 
with 800 denunciations. 

He said he would follow the 
example of Pope Benedict 
XVI in calling for more assis¬ 
tance to victims of abuse and 
promising zero tolerance 
against abusers. 

Oliver said three-quarters 
of the world's 112 national 


bishops' conferences had re¬ 
sponded to a Vatican request in 
2011 to send guidelines on 
how to fight abuse. 

"Each culture has a differ¬ 
ent way of confronting these 
issues and problems," Oliver 
said, citing the example of 
South Korea where he said the 
local culture had a taboo on 
discussing sexual abuse. 

He said Africa was a conti¬ 
nent with "a thousand cultures" 
where the issue of abuse still 
had to be addressed in-depth. 

The Vatican has stressed 
five key points: helping vic¬ 
tims, forewarning minors, 
training future clergy, rehabil¬ 
itating abusers and working to¬ 
gether with civil authorities. 

Catholic higher-ups in 
many dioceses including in 
Ireland and the US were ac¬ 
cused of covering up abuse for 
decades and simply moving al¬ 
leged abusers from one parish 
to another.

V\fer veterans say meditation 
could solve PTSD 



NEW YORK(AFP) - US war 
veterans suggested meditation 
to help heal the post-war men¬ 
tal disturbances that afflict a 
growing number of American 
soldiers, including possibly 
the ex-Marine who gunned 
down the country's most fa¬ 
mous sniper over the weekend. 

Meditation might sound an 
unlikely activity for men 
trained in killing people and 
blowing things up in 
Afghanistan and Iraq. 

But Luke Jensen, a former 
undercover police officer who 
fell apart mentally on arrival in 
Afghanistan, said that after 
trying to commit suicide in 
front of his family, he agreed 
to try transcendental medita¬ 
tion — and was saved. 

"There's a lot of coping 
methods out there that are of¬ 
fered to our veterans. This 
needs to be one of them," the 
heftily built man said in a 
shaking voice at a meeting of 
the David Lynch Foundation, 
which promotes meditation for 
treating post-traumatic stress 
disorder. 

Jensen said he has since 
taken a job in the govern¬ 
ment's Department of Veterans 
Affairs, helping other stressed 
out vets. Just two weeks ago, 
one of those he worked with 
committed suicide. 

Transcendental meditation 
"needs to be implemented. It 
needs to be an option," Jensen 
told the panel in New York. 

After years of being a little- 
talked about subject, PTSD is 
increasingly acknowledged as 
a mental health epidemic in 
the United States and one of 
the less easily quantifiable 
costs of America's wars on the 
other side of the world. 

The Department of Veterans 
Affairs estimates that PTSD 
occurs in between 11 and 20 
percent of veterans from the 
Afghan and Iraq wars, and in 


31 percent of Vietnam war vet¬ 
erans. 

Although combat is com¬ 
monly assumed to be the main 
cause of PTSD, simply wit¬ 
nessing the effects of bomb¬ 
ings, for example, or the stress 
of being in a hostile country, 
are also blamed. 

Another major source of 
PTSD, though less often dis¬ 
cussed, is what the govern¬ 
ment calls military sexual 
trauma. Veterans Affairs fig¬ 
ures show that 23 percent of 
women report sexual assault in 
the ranks, while more than half 
have experienced sexual ha¬ 
rassment. 

The most frightening result 
associated with PTSD is the 
rising number of suicides, 
which now run at 22 a day 
among military veterans, ac¬ 
cording to a government study 
released last week. 

And the problem is no less 
alarming among active duty 
soldiers, with a record 349 
killing themselves in 2012 — 
more than were killed by the 
Taliban or other enemy in the 
field. 

In the latest incident to high¬ 
light the violence engulfing 
former soldiers, an ex-Marine 
in Texas was accused Saturday 
of shooting dead another vet¬ 
eran who had devoted himself 


to helping comrades adjust to 
peaceful life. 

Transcendental meditation 
involves entering "a state of 
rest in many cases deeper than 
sleep," said Bob Roth, execu¬ 
tive director of the David 
Lynch Foundation. "This al¬ 
lows deeply rooted stresses to 
be dissolved." 

Retired rear admiral 
Richard Schneider, president 
of the private military institute 
Norwich University, said tests 
showed that cadets using the 
techniques increased focus in 
class and were better "emo¬ 
tionally prepared." 

The meditation instructor, a 
chisel-faced air force veteran 
called David Zobeck, said a 
stigma long attached to medi¬ 
tation was evaporating among 
students, who are preparing 
for careers as officers. 

"They're not getting the 
weird stares anymore," he 
said. 

Jerry Yellin, a fighter pilot 
in World War II who spoke of 
losing comrades and making 
dangerous missions in the 
bloody Pacific theater, said he 
began suffering nightmares, 
then behavioral problems on 
return home at a time when 
PTSD was rarely discussed. 

Meditating, he said, "got my 
life back 100 percent." 


'Bionic man' goes on 
show at British musuem 



LONDON (AFP) - A "bionic man" costing one million dol¬ 
lars went on display on Tuesday at Britain's Science Mu¬ 
seum, complete with artificial organs, synthetic blood 
and robot limbs. Named Rex, which is short for "Robotic 
Exoskeleton", the six foot six inch (two metre) humanoid 
with its uncannily life-like face was assembled by lead¬ 
ing roboticists for a television programme. The creation 
includes key advances in prosthetic technology, as well 
as an artificial pancreas, kidney, spleen and trachea and 
a functional blood circulatory system. Welcoming Rex to 
the museum in London on Tuesday was Swiss social 
psychologist Bertolt Meyer, who was himself born with¬ 
out a left hand and has a sophisticated bionic replace¬ 
ment. The museum exhibit, which opens to the public on 
Thursday, will explore changing perceptions of human 
identity against the background of rapid progress in 
bionics -- although Rex is not strictly bionic as he does 
not include living tissue.

Close call of Asteroid 
2012-DA14 with Earth 



PASADENA, Calif. - On Feb. 15 a 150-foot-wide (45 me¬ 
ters), the asteroid 2012 DAI4 will zoom within 17,200 
miles (27,700 kilometers) of our planet, coming nearer 
than the ring of satellites in geosynchronous orbit. While 
the flyby will be the closest ever known in advance for 
such a large asteroid, there's no reason to retreat to the 
doomsday bunker. NASA will hold a media teleconfer¬ 
ence on Thursday, Feb. 7, to discuss this event.

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
More than half of US Face- 
book members have taken 
breaks from the leading social 
network, with the top reason 
being they are just too busy, 
according to a study. 

About 61 percent of US 
users said they had taken time 
off from Facebook at some 
point, with 27 percent plan¬ 
ning to spend less time on it in 
the coming year, the Pew Re¬ 
search Center said. 

The largest group — 21 per¬ 
cent — said they had taken a 
break because they were too 
busy. Other reasons included 
being ’’tired of stupid com¬ 
ments,” ’’crazy” friends, bore¬ 
dom, and having it cause love 
life problems. 

Slightly more than two- 
thirds of adults in the United 
States who use the Internet be¬ 
long to Facebook, according to 
Pew. 

A fifth of those who were 
not Facebook members said 
they once belonged to the 
service but quit, the study said. 

Reasons given for leaving 
included getting tired of 
"minding everybody else’s 
business” and it "takes my 
time away.” 

The survey, which has a 
margin of error of plus or 
minus 3.6 percentage points, 
was based on telephone inter¬ 
views between December 13 
and 16 with 1,006 adults living 
in the continental United 
States. 


US scientists explain 
how owl rotates head 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
medical specialists from Johns 
Hopkins University in Balti¬ 
more have figured out how 
owls can almost fully rotate 
their heads - by as much as 270 
degrees in either direction. 

The birds do so while hunt¬ 
ing without damaging the del¬ 
icate blood vessels in their 
necks and heads, and without 
cutting off blood supply to 
their brains. 

To solve the puzzle, the 
team studied the bone and 
blood vessel structure in the 
heads and necks of several 
types of owls after their deaths 
from natural causes. 

A contrast dye was used to 
enhance X-ray imaging of the 
birds’ blood vessels, which 
were then meticulously dis¬ 
sected, drawn and scanned to 
allow detailed analysis. 

The most striking finding 
came after researchers injected 
dye into the owls’ arteries, 
mimicking blood flow, and 
manually turned the animals’ 
heads, the study says. 

Blood vessels at the base of 
the head, just under the jaw 
bone, kept getting larger and 
larger, turning into reservoirs 
as more of the dye entered the 
system. 
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This contrasted starkly with 
human anatomical ability, 
where arteries generally tend 
to get smaller and smaller, and 
do not balloon as they branch 
out. 

Researchers believe these 
blood reservoirs allow owls to 
pool blood to meet the energy 
needs of their large brains and 
eyes, while they rotate their 
heads. 

The supporting vascular 
network, with its many inter¬ 
connections and adaptations, 
helps minimize any interrup¬ 
tion in blood flow, the study 
said. 

The team’s findings appear 
in the February 1 issue of the 
journal Science.

Oil prices rise on 
better economic 
prospects 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Global Internet retail sales 
topped $1 trillion for the first 
time in 2012 with the United 
States holding the top spot 
but China rising fast, a mar¬ 
ket research firm said Tues¬ 
day. 

The report by eMarketer 
said ecommerce consumer 
sales grew 21.1 percent to 
just over $1 trillion, and are 
expected to grow another 
18.3 percent in 2013, fueled 
by strong growth in Asia. 

The research firm said 
North America remained the 
top region for ecommerce in 
2012 with $364 billion in 
sales, up 13.9 percent. 

But for 2013, the Asia-Pa¬ 
cific region is likely to be 
number one with 30 percent 
growth, which would bring 
the market to $433 billion, 
eMarketer said. 

US ecommerce sales for 
2012 were estimated at $343 
billion, with Japan in second 
place at $127 billion, fol¬ 
lowed by Britain ($124 bil¬ 
lion) and China ($110 
billion). 

But China was projected to 
vault into second place with

65 percent growth in 2013 to 
$181 billion. The US will re¬ 
main the top market but 
growth will slow to 12 per¬ 
cent, for a total of $384 bil¬ 
lion. 

"Average spending per user 
is lower in China — set to 
reach just $670 this year," 
eMarketer said in a state¬ 
ment. "But the sheer growth 
in China's digital buyers is 
staggering. The country will 
nearly double the number of 
people who buy goods online 
between 2012 and 2016." 

The data used by eMar¬ 
keter includes retail sales, 
travel sales, digital down¬ 
loads purchased via any digi¬ 
tal channel but excludes 
gambling and event tickets.

Study predicts 
US deficit cuts 
will slow 
growth 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
economic growth will slow to 

1.4 percent in 2013, partly as a 
result of austerity measures di¬ 
viding Washington, a study by 
the Congressional Budget Of¬ 
fice released Tuesday found. 

The CBO projected that the 
US gross domestic product 
will rise 1.4 percent this year, 
down from 1.9 percent in 
2012. That is less than growth 
estimates of the IMF (2.1 per¬ 
cent) and the Federal Reserve 
(between 2.3 and 3.0 percent). 

The CBO estimated that 
2013 growth would be twice as 
strong without the automatic 
across-the-board budget cuts 
that go into effect March 1 un¬ 
less the administration and 
Congress agree on an alterna¬ 
tive. 

"If all of the fiscal tightening 
still embodied in current law 
for 2013 was removed, growth 
in real GDP would be about 

1.5 percentage points higher 
this year than CBO currently 
projects," the study said. 

But, the public deficit will 
be two times smaller than in 
2009, the peak year of Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama's eco¬ 
nomic stimulus program, and 
will fall to 5.3 percent of GDP 
by the end of fiscal 2013, 
which ends September 30, the 
study found. 

For the first time since 2008, 
the deficit will drop below the 
symbolic trillion dollar mark 
to $845 billion, it said. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
prices resumed their upward 
climb Tuesday against a 
backdrop of solid economic 
indicators. 

A barrel of US benchmark 
West Texas Intermediate set¬ 
tled at $96.64 a barrel, up 47 
cents from Monday's close, 
on the New York Mercantile 
Exchange. US oil prices have 
gained nearly 11 percent 
since December 17. 

The European oil bench¬ 
mark, Brent futures, gained 
92 cents to settle at $116.52 a 
barrel. 

While oil prices dropped 
Monday along with equity 
markets, the commodity 
jumped again Tuesday as eq¬ 
uity markets reported new 
gains. Analysts attributed the 
rise to solid economic data in 
both the US and Europe. 

"The market continues to 
be supported by the eco¬ 
nomic headlines out of the 
US, Europe and China, that 
continue to support the crude 
oil prices as well as the prod¬ 
uct prices," said independent 
analyst Andy Lipow. 

Analysts pointed to a solid 
result in the Institute for Sup¬ 
ply Management's January 
rating of the US services sec¬ 
tor which, while lower than 
the December level, met ex¬ 
pectations. 


Analysts also eyed results 
from a European purchasing 
managers index, which sug¬ 
gested the continent was 
poised for a recovery. Ac¬ 
cording to the data firm 
Markit, the indicator reached 
its highest level in 10 months. 

"We've been seeing oil 
prices go up for the better 
part of a month" on stronger 
sentiment, said Gene 
McGillian, a broker and ana¬ 
lyst with Tradition Energy, an 
over-the-counter brokerage 
firm. 

Oil prices also received a 
lift due to shifts in currency 
valuations. The euro was up 
0.6 percent compared with 
the dollar. When the dollar is 
weak, oil, which is traded in 
dollars, becomes more af¬ 
fordable for purchasers trad¬ 
ing in other currencies. 

Oil prices were also 
buoyed by a revival of 
geopolitical concerns on 
news that Israel is deploying 
a defense system in the north, 
said David Bouckhout, an an¬ 
alyst at TD Securities. 

"The market is always 
worrying that any increase in 
the violence in the Middle 
East will lead to a supply dis¬ 
ruption," said Lipow. "The 
biggest concern in the Middle 
East is the violence growing 
near the Strait of Hormuz." 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - Facebook-owned Instagram on 
Tuesday began letting a freshly launched website serve 
as a gallery for images taken by users of the smartphone 
photo-sharing service.

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Sweden crown 
princess hands 
out 'Gay of the 
Year' award 



STOCKHOLM (AFP) - 
Swedish Crown Princess Vic¬ 
toria made headlines Tuesday 
after handing out the country's 
"Gay of the Year" award to an 
author whose writings about 
the 1980s AIDS crisis has 
gripped the nation. 

"It's a true delight for me to 
be here tonight. To feel your 
power, your happiness and 
your sense of community," the 
princess said in a speech 
hailed as historic by media and 
gay rights activists. 

The princess, 35, entered 
the stage to the tones of disco 
group ABBA's "Dancing 
Queen" at an awards cere¬ 
mony organised by a gay mag¬ 
azine. 

The prize was given to au¬ 
thor and comedian Jonas 
Gardell, whose book and TV 
series "Never Dry Tears With¬ 
out Gloves" has sparked a na¬ 
tional debate on the treatment 
of gay men during the onset of 
the AIDS crisis of the 1980s. 

The book's title refers to the 
instructions given to a nurse as 
she wiped tears off a dying 
man's face. 

"Few have touched us and 
made us so proud as you have. 
Your message is clear. 
Straighten your back. Stretch 
out your hand. We will wipe 
each other's tears," Victoria 
said to the author after a sur¬ 
prise appearance that 
prompted a standing ovation at 
the glitzy award show. 

"Victoria, you're our crown 
princess, but I think tonight 
I'm our queen," Gardell 
replied. 

Last year's Gay of the Year 
title went to Sweden's first 
elite footballer to announce 
he's gay, Anton Hysen, son of 
former Liverpool star Glenn 
Hysen.

Scientists said in Decem¬ 
ber 2012 that an assassin had 
slit the throat of Egypt's last 
great pharaoh at the climax of 
a bitter succession battle. 

Hieroglyphs show that the 
wife and son of Ramses, who 
ruled from 1188-1155 BC, 
were convicted of plotting his 
death. 

No evidence had existed 
that the plan was carried out 
until the experts announced 
last year that computed to¬ 
mography (CT) imaging of 
the mummy revealed the 
pharaoh's windpipe and 
major arteries were slashed. 


- NAPOLEON 

For years, maverick histo¬ 
rians in France argued that 
Napoleon Bonaparte had 
been poisoned by his English 
captors during his final exile 
on Saint Helena. 

Scientist from Switzer¬ 
land, Canada and the US 
trawled over a doctor's diag¬ 
nosis of the patient and an au¬ 
topsy conducted after the 
emperor died. 

The verdict in 2007 
matched that of 1821: 
"Boney" died of stomach 
cancer brought on by an 
ulcer. 

~ JOAN OF ARC 

Bones venerated as the re¬ 
mains of France's patron 
saint, authenticated in 1909 
by a papal commission, came 
in fact from an Egyptian 
mummy and a cat, Charlier 
found in 2007. 

He enlisted the help of two 
leading "noses" in the French 
perfume industry to help his 


investigation. 

They smelled hints of 
vanilla in the relics — a useful 
tip, as the molecule vanillin is 
produced when a body de¬ 
composes, thus not someone 
who was burned.

Maradona was convicted 
in 2005 and ordered to pay 
37.2 million euros ($50.4 
million), including 23.5 mil¬ 
lion euros in interest for late 
payments. 

But a court in November 
said there had been proce¬ 
dural errors and ordered a 
new investigation. 

"I want to return to Italy as 
a gentleman because I never 
stole anything from anyone," 
Maradona said. 

The player scored 115 
goals in 259 matches for 
Napoli between 1984 and 
1991. 

Napoli have only won the 
Italian title twice — in 1987 
and 1990 — with Maradona 
starring in both campaigns.

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Alpine skiing: Vonn out for season 
after heavy crash at worlds

SCHLADMING (AFP) - The 
World Ski Championships got 
off to the worst possible start 
on Tuesday when US star 
Lindsey Vonn suffered a heavy 
crash during the opening race 
that put an end to her season. 

The 2 8-year-old media star¬ 
let, one of global sport’s most 
recognisable and marketable 
female figures, landed on the 
side of her ski after a jump 
during the opening super-G 
race here, and flipped over be¬ 
fore crashing into a safety 
gate. 

The dramatic crash, which 
saw one of Vonn's skis cart¬ 
wheeling down the slope, left 
her on-watching sister Laura 
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Kildow and eventual winner 
Tina Maze gasping in horror. 

According to US ski team 
doctor Kyle Wilkens, Vonn 
suffered a torn ACL and 
MCL (anterior and medial 
cruciate ligament) in her right 
knee and a lateral tibial 
plateau fracture. 

Vonn, a two-time world 
champion and Olympic gold 
medallist who has had a stop- 
start season due to illness and 
a one-month lay-off, had re¬ 
ceived 12 minutes of on- 
slope medical attention 
before helicopter evacuation 
to a nearby hospital. 

The four-time World Cup 
overall winner had been look¬ 
ing to recapture her super-G 
world title from 2009 and had 
been leading before her crash. 

Her injury came almost ex¬ 
actly one year to the day be¬ 
fore the 2014 Winter 
Olympics kick off in Sochi, 
where she would be expected 
to spearhead the US team. 

The spotlight immediately 
fell on the International Ski 
Federation (FIS), which 
pushed back the start time of 
the super-G 13 times and by 
an extra final 30 minutes to 
1330 GMT after the initial 
start had been hampered by 
heavy fog. 

Conditions in the afternoon 
run were overcast, with snow 



variable and fog still bunched 
on parts of the Planai course. 

Tellingly, FIS called a halt 
to the race after just 36 run¬ 
ners, with 23 not able to com¬ 
pete. When 30 skiers have 
gone through the start hut, the 
results are validated, and 
Slovenia's Maze was handed 
gold. 

Switzerland's Lara Gut took 
silver and Vonn's teammate 
Julia Mancuso bronze, but two 
favourites who raced immedi¬ 
ately after Vonn both failed to 
finish in the tough conditions. 

The conservative lines 
taken by Austrian hopeful 
Anna Fenniger and Germany's 
Maria Hoefl-Riesch in falter¬ 
ing light and increasingly soft 
snow over blind rolls saw 
them both ski out. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - With 
NBA All-Star forward Blake 
Griffin sidelined by a pre¬ 
game left hamstring strain, the 
Los Angeles Clippers lost their 
third game in a row, falling 98- 
90 at Washington on Monday. 

Griffin had started 197 con¬ 
secutive games before missing 
the contest for the Clippers, 
who have been without All- 
Star guard Chris Paul for the 
past eight games as well due to 
a knee injury. 

Martell Webster made 5-of- 
6 shots from 3-point range to 
lead the Wizards with 21 
points while Brazil's Nene and 
Garrett Temple each scored 15 


points and John Wall added 13 
points and eight assists for 
Washington (12-35). 

Emeka Okafor had 14 re¬ 
bounds and Trevor Ariza 
added 10 points off the bench 
for the Wizards, who snapped 
a four-game losing streak. 

Jamal Crawford scored 28 
points and Eric Bledsoe scored 
17 points and passed off nine 
assists for the Clippers, who 
still lead the Pacific division at 
34-16. DeAndre Jordan con¬ 
tributed a career-high 22 re¬ 
bounds in a losing cause. 

It was the first victory for 
the Wizards over the Clippers 
since January 31, 2008.

Lewis is retiring after a 17-year 
NFL career capped in story¬ 
book fashion with a 34-31 vic¬ 
tory over the San Francisco 
49ers in Super Bowl 47 on 


Sunday in New Orleans. 

Quarterback Joe Flacco also re¬ 
ceived plenty cheers for his Most 
Valuable Player performance. 

Safety Ed Reed offered 
Lewis a little musical accom¬ 
paniment with his rendition of 
Eddie Money's "Two Tickets to 
Paradise" and the familiar cho¬ 
rus of the White Stripes' 
"Seven Nation Army" during 
the rally. 

For most fans, however, 
Lewis was the main attraction. 
The 37-year-old has spent his 
entire NFL career with the 
Ravens and was the only 
player remaining from their 


first Super Bowl triumph 12 
years ago. 

"There is nothing in the 
world, there is no place on this 
earth, that is better than Balti¬ 
more," Lewis told the adoring 
throng. "We believed in each 
other from day one, from 1996 
to now. 

"The only way on my last 
ride to pay Baltimore back for 
everything you did for me and 
all the support you gave to me, 
was to bring back the Lombardi 
Trophy to Baltimore one more 
time. I love you, Baltimore. 
Baltimore! Forever my city."

US Attorney says no plan 
to prosecute Armstrong 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
prosecutors said Tuesday 
they have no plans to press 
charges against cycling cheat 
Lance Armstrong, despite his 
confession that he owes his 
Tour de France victories to il¬ 
legal doping. 

"Obviously we've been 
well-aware of the statements 
that have been made by Mr 
Armstrong and other media 
reports," he said, referring to 
Armstrong's bombshell con¬ 
fession on chatshow legend 
Oprah Winfrey's broadcast 
last month. 

"That has not changed my 
view at this time. Obviously 
we'll consider — we'll continue 
to look at the situation, but that 
hasn't changed our view as I 
stand here today," Birotte said, 
at a news conference in Wash¬ 
ington. 

US Attorney Andre Birotte, 
who led a federal investigation 
into the disgraced rider, did 
not definitively rule out action, 
but said Armstrong's public 
admission had not yet changed 
the decision not to prosecute. 

The 41 -year-old Texan rider 
was stripped of his record 
seven Tour de France titles last 
year after the US anti-doping 
agency gathered compelling 
testimony that he had been the 


ring-leader of a large-scale 
doping conspiracy. 

He had long angrily 
protested his innocence, in¬ 
cluding in questioning by US 
federal agents investigating 
the same allegations, but the 
mask fell away last month 
when he confessed his guilt to 
Oprah in detail. 

The confession threw up a 
number of legal questions, in¬ 
cluding whether the federal 
probe might be re-opened, 
whether he might be prose¬ 
cuted for perjury and whether 
sponsors might sue to recover 
former payments and prize 
money. 
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
